When near enough to make a sure 
shot the Eskimo takes bis bow and 
arrow from hix side and sends a swift 
shaft through the head of bis outwit- 
ted companion. Sometimes instead of 
the bow and arrow a harpoon 1s used 
with equal effect.—Harper's Weekly.

THE SPREADING PLAGUE. 


It Has Become, In a Measure, a World- 
wide Menace. 

The terrible bubonic plague, which 
appeared in Hongkong in 1894, spread 
from there to Bombay and in the next 
twelve years carried off more than 
6,000,000 victims, bas been almost qui- 
escent for the past few years, but in 
1910 it appeared in a virulent form in 
Harbin, has since spread to other cit- 
{es and is now a worldwide menace. 

More alarming than the reappcar- 
ance of the disense in Manchuria is 
the discovery of the disease in the 
eastern coastwise counties of England, | 
where severn! deaths have occurred. 

Until 1906 little was known regard- 
ing the mode of propagation of this 
terrible disease, although the disease 
Itself Is as old as history. In 1906 
the Indian plague research commis- 
sion definitely traced the spread of the 
epidemic to the fleas on the black rats 
of the country. The rats themselves 
have the disease. A flen which sucks 
the blood of the rat takes the germs 
into its stomach. If the flea bites a 
human being within a period of three 
weeks the germs are transferred und 
the human being contracts the disease. | 

Until revently it had been supposed 
that only the black rat is susceptible 
to the plague and thnt only the flea 
known as Pulex cheopis could trans- 
fer it. Later discoveries, however, 
have shown that the common brown 
or Norway rat is also liable to the dis- 
ease ind that it may be transferred by 
the ordinary rat flea. 

Still another matter of great interest 
has been disclosed by the cases in 
England, which are not the bubonic, 
but the even more deadly and more 
dangerous pneumonic plague. The bu- 
bonic form, in which the lymphatic 
giands swell and suppurate, is trans- 
ferable only through some such medi- 
um as the rat and the flea. The pneu- 
monic form, on the other hand, Is di- 
rectly infectious.—Youth's Companion. 


FELLING BIG TREES. 


The Great Waste That Comes With 
Making Up Their Beds. 

In logging operations the felling of 
one of the big trees requires much 
skill in order that it muy not be bro- 
ken in the fall, as such an accident 
means perhaps the loss of fully $500, | 
owing to the value of the wood. As | 
yet, however, the old method prevails | 
of cutting it part of the way through | 
with the crosscut saw worked by two |

men, the ax being used for an incision 
on the opposite side, the trunk being 
felled by means of wedges. 

In felling the tree, a number of 
smaller ones are frequently cut down 
to form 4 bed on which it may fall so | 
that it will not break on account of | 
its weight. Here is n great waste, 
since the felling of a fir 150 tons in 
weight may require the sacrifice of a 
group of other trees which at matu- 
rity would equal it in size. In the 
“clearings” may be seen thousands of | 
the young trees which bave been cut | 
down merely for “beds,” 

Undoubtedly a mechanical system | 
could be utilized in the work, such as 
a portable power derrick, the top of 
which could be attached to a tree by | 
the block and tackle system, thus al- | 
lowing the trunk when cut through to | 
be lowered gradually by menns of | 
ropes of steel cable without the tim- 
ber being injured and the crushing of 
the smaller trees near it.—W. A. Day | 
in Cassier's Magazine.

Standard. Adelu.de is not so wel 
known to visitors to Australia as it 
should be, because it is to some extent 
| overshadowed by the greater size and 
commercial importance of Sydney and 
| Melbourne. But it is, perhaps, the 
most naturally attractive city in Aus- 
tralia, and the most scientifically 
built. The foresight of its original 
founder, Col. Light, has given ample 
opportunities to its past and present | 
municipal rulers to carry out his in. | 
tention of making Adelaide a garden | 
city. Col. Light planned a city of 
straight, wide streets, encircled by 
public parks. ‘lo-day Adelaide is a 
city of broad straight streets and wide 
footpaths, terminating in spacious or- 
namental squares in every block, and 
Sry surrounded by a wide belt 
of park lands, the property of the 
people for all time. 

Adelaide's wealthier citizens have 
unstintingly enriched the beautiful 
city parks with statues, kiusks, ro- 
tundas, rockeries, and have freely sub- | 
scribed towards the extension of tho | 
city’s gardens and plantations. The 
mayor is, however, even prouder of 
the fact that the poorer residents who 
are unable to manifest their public 
spirit in this form, yet contrive to | 
help on the public adornment of Ade- 
laide in their own way. ‘While our 
city is adorned with parks, squares, 
plantations, and gardens on every 
side,” he said, “yet visitors are invar- 
lably struck with the fact that the 
cottages—many of which are the pro- 
perty of the worker who lives in them 
—as well as the larger residences in 
the metedpolitan area, is surrounded 
by handsome flower-beds.”’ Adelaide’s 
pubs reserves totul about 2,000 acres. 

he city, with its stone public build. | 
ings and numerous fine churches— | 
throughoyt Australia Adelaide is 
known as the ‘‘city of churches’— 
wide, clean streets, and statue-dotted 
| squares, stands in the midst of its 
parks. In the long summer evenings 
thousands of the residents of the city 
go to the parks by foot or tram. These 

arks are also lurgely used for ath- 
etic recreative purposes Last year 
the City, Council issued 224 permits

The 
City Council recently acquired 486 
acres of land about six miles from 
the city, and on this site a quarter 
of a million is to be expended on u 
municipal abattoir. Municipal super- 
vision also extends to @ Food and 
Drugs Act, and $90,000 has just been 
expended by the council on the most 
complete municipal baths in Austra- 
lia, One of the most important of 
recent works undertaken by the coun- 
cil is the construction of a refuse 
destructor and steam disinfectant at 
@ cost of $1,500,000. The dust nuisance 
—parennial problem of all big cities— | 
if not yet completely abolished, has 
been considerably mitigated by tar 

aving and oil sprinkling. The lat- 
er method has proved so successful 
that it is to be largely extended. 
Adelaide is entirely without slums—a 
unique feature in a city of more than 
200,000 inhabitants. In its square mile 
of city streets, set within the frame 
of parks, no patch of hovel habitation, 
overcrowded and squalid, is to be | 
found. Wide street succeeds wide 
Street, but the visitor comes across 
none of the dirty, little slums that 
disfigure other capital cities. The 
popu ation of Adelaide in the metro- 

olitan area is slightly over 200,000. 
there are 95 miles of streets in the 
city proper, and it is doubtful whe- 
ther finer roadways could be found 
in any part of the world,

England's Only Woman Publister 
| Says Her Father, the Engraver, and 
Every Member of Her Family Were 
Engaged In the Work of Bringing 
Out Ruskin's Book—Author Had a 
Strange System « Bookkeeping. 


Miss Maud Allan, the only woman 
Puolisher in England and a daughter 
of George Allen, who was first the en- 
graver for John Ruskin, and later the 
publisher of his works, recently re- 
turned to London after a lecture tour 
in this country. She is a goddaughter 
of Mra. Margaret Ruskin, the mother 
of the author; and she knew John 
Ruskin f.om her earliest childhood. 

“IT remember distinctly the day my 
father returned from a visit to Den- 
mark Hill, the Kuskn home, and told 
my mother that it had been decided 
that he should publish ‘Fors Clavi- 
gera’,” Miss Allen said to « reporter. 

“The name of tue firm was George 
Allen & Co, All the publishing work 
was done for years in our home. Each 
and every member of the family took 

art in it, so you see I became a pub- 
isher’s assistant while 1 was still in 
pinafores, 

“Fortunately my father was a prac- 
tical man. Had he not been I don’t 
really know where the venture would 
have led, because Mr. Ruskin had such 
peculiar ideas about publishing. In 
the first place he never ceased to re- 
Bice my father for taking the trou- 

le to keep accounts. 

“He wanted father to have three 
boxes, one box in which to keep the 
atlne sent to cover the postage on 

is books, another box for the six- 
pences, and a third box for the seven- 

nees, That was to do away with 
by accounts, 

“He insisted that there should be 
no free copies for reviewers, no inter- 
views or information given to the 
newspapers, and no discount allowed 
to booksellers. He said purchasers 
should pay the bookseller the amount 
they considered his services worth and 
not have it added to the price of the 
book. It was uphill work publishing 
for Ruskin. 

“John Ruskin was adored by both 
his mother and father, though the 
latter did not always agree with his 
Political views. I have three chairs 
which formerly were used in the 
library of Denmark Hill. While writ- 
ing ‘Modern Painters’ Ruskin sat in 
one of them, while his parents used 
the two others. They sat in the lib- 
rary while he was working, and when 
he finished a chapter he would read it 
to them for their criticism. 

“He was their only child, and 
neither of them was young when he 
was born. Mr. Ruskin, sr., was en- 
gaged to the lady who afterward be- 
came his wife nine years before they 
were married. He was working to pay 
off his father’s debts. He was in af- 
fluent circumstances when his son 
was born, and his wealth increased as 
time went on. 

“It was because he was reared in

His 
having had everything that money 
could buy all his life made him a lit- 
tle difficult for some persons to under- 
étand. I never heard of his riding in 
@ bus but once in his life. If he did- 
n’t have his own carriage he hired 
one, 

“He didn’t get the love of his life, 
however. He was in love with two 
women, but never with his wife. In 
1874 he told my father that while at 
college, when he was less than 18, he 


| became desperately in love with Adele 
| Clothlide Domecq, the daughter of his 


father’s Spanish partner in the wine 
business. He said she had led him 
on, and when he finally proposed she 
laughed at him and treated his love, 
which to him was most serious, a mat- 
ter for jest. 

aay: father told me that even at 
that late date, 1874, Ruskin spoke of 
her with bitterness, saying her flip- 
pant treatment of him had affected his 
whole life. She was a beautiful, viva- 


| cious girl, and nobody wondered that 


he lost his heart to her, though it 
would have been remarkable had she 
fancied such a serious young man as 
he was at the time. ; 

“There was hosing romantic about 
his marriage except its tragic ending. 
He had not recovered from his attac 
of calf love when he met Euphemia 
Chalmers Gray, a beautiful Scotch girl 
and the daughter of old friends of his 

arents. Both his father and his mo- 
her and mother were anxious for him 
to marry her, so much so that his 
father paid her father’s debts to the 
amount of $70,000. Their marriage was 
@ marriage in name only, 

“Mrs. John Ruskin’s love affair with 
Millais began while the two Millais 
brothers were in Scotland one summer 
with the Ruskin’s, Millais used Mrs, 
Ruskin as his model for the wife in 
his painting ‘The Order for Release.’ 
It was during this time that they fell 
in love with each other, 

“Rose La Touche, the girl who was 
really the love of John Ruskin’s life, 
was born just one year after Ruskin 
was married, though he never saw her 
until 1861. She was the daughter of 
an Irish banker, and I have heard 
that her mother and father were a 
strikingly handsome couple. Ruskin 
proposed to her, or rather spoke to her 
parents, when she was about 17. Be- 
cause of her youth her parents refused 
their consent, but Rose promised to 
wait for him. He wore her promise 
between two gold plates over his heart, 
and always kept the date, Feb. 2, aa 
a festival, 

“His beat work was inspired by her. 
Some of the most beautiful and touch- 
ing letters I have ever read were writ- 
ten to him by her. When she reached 
her twenty-first birthday, which was 
the date named by her parents as the 
end of Ruskin’s probaticn, her health 
was too poor for her to inarry. Instead 
of getting stronger she went into a 


decline, and she died in 1875. Ruskin 
pever recovered from the whock.”’ 
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
